This cross 
section of our national life, com- 
prising, as it does, all creeds, col- 
ors and political beliefs-—north, 
east, south and west—11,000 posts 
scattered through our vast coun- 
try—men averaging 37 years of 
age, should furnish opinions well 
balanced. Because of the part 
these boys played in upholding the 
principles of freedom, justice and 
democracy, they feel they have a 
peculiar right to record the opinion 
of their respective localities in 
their annual conventions. They 
are thoroughly aroused on the pub- 
lic questions of the hour and are 
unafraid to take a stand.

At the time that the American 
Legion convened in Detroit, there 
had been considerable propaganda 
on the part of some leaders to ask 
the government for the full 
ment of the adjusted compensa- 
tion certificate. 

Right here I would like to 
plain that the word “bonus” 
is used by the newspapers is un- 
fair to the ex-service men. 
has never been a time that the 
American Legion has asked for a 
ponus. After the war, at which 
time the soldiers were receiving 
one dollar per day for fighting, it 
was found that hardly a man had 
not been obliged to write to his 
father or mother or sistei 
funds, as the one dollar per 
had not been sufficient for his 
quirements. Money had been taken 
out for insurance, for

so-called bonus was merely 
extra 25c per day given to the sol- 
diers for fighting and was never 
paid in cash, but was given in the 
form of a promise to be paid in 
1944. Twelve and a half cents of 
this has been paid and it was pro- 
posed to ask the government to 
pay the balance at this time. 

Mr. Hoover expressed “his opin- 
ion that this would be a burden on 
the government, inasmuch as he 
was trying to inaugurate a cut in 
all budgets and in all departments, 
and asked some of the leaders of 
the Legion if they thought the men 
would be willing to wait a few 
years and assist the government 
in its plan of economy. 

Mr. Hoover was told that if he 
would come and talk to the men 
that we were satisfied if he would 
lay his cards on the table, that the 
men of the American Legion would 
co-operate with him. Therefore 
he made a special trip from Wash- 
ington to Detroit. 

Mr. Hoover stepped directly to 
the microphone and spoke to the 
members of the Legion for 14 min- 
utes. When he had finished he 
retired and went directly to hi: 
train and on to Washington, and 
in two hours the Legion voted, 
four to one, in support of the gov- 


ernment. Mr. Hoover's appeal was 
straightforward, courageous and 
patriotic. The president simply 


said that he had not come to De- 
troit to plead with the Legion; that 
it was not the president’s privilege 
to ask favors, but that it was the 


President’s privilege and duty to 
tell the men who had served in 
time of war that they had a like 
privilege of serving in time of 
peace. He stated that the deficit 


now was a billion and a half; and 


compensation certificate would add 
another two billion burden and 
that at this time he did not think 
it was wise to further tax the ciu- 
zens, and suggested that the Le- 
gion give this serious considera- 
tion. Mr. Hoover completely won 
the confidence of the ex-service 
men and the vote, as stated above, 
was a vote of confidence. 

Second, in conference on the 
unemployment and rackets in our 
big cities the department of jus- 
tice and department of labor point- 
ed the way for us to serve in these 
departments. Already we have set 
up with Past National Command- 
er Howard Savage of Chicago ways 
and means to help our unemployed 
boys find work.

Miss Younger’s talk dealt witb 
the work of the research bureau of 
the National Woman's party, whose 
sole aim is the bringing about of 
“equal rights for men and women 
under the law.” This bureau has 
spent the sum of $50,000 up to 
date in studying the laws of the 
various states discriminating 
against women and legal decisions 
regarding these laws. No state in 
the Union grants equal rights to 
women as yet. The Lucretia Mott 
amendment has been introduced in- 


to both houses of congress and, if | 


adopted, would automatically do 
away with all inequalities at pres- 
sent on the statute books. This 
amendment states simply ‘men 
and women shall have equal rights 
throughout the United States and 
every place subject to its jurisdic- 
tion.” 


Both Lieut.-Gov. Merriam and 
Assemblyman Dempster stated
